GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS

There has been some inquiry 
made about the present tithing 
and reporting system. Some 
newly appointed clerks don’t 
seem to know. I will run this 
little explanation for the benefit 
of those who have not fully 


understood the present work- 
ings of the system. 
First place.. All members 


should tithe their income, that 
is the actual net income. This 
should be placed within the 
treasury of the local church 
then the clerk should take one 
tenth of this and send to Head- 
quarters. This is to be used for 
special emergencies, under the 
direction of the elders, as 
mentioned in the minutes. 

Not less than one tenth 
should be sent to the state 
overseer. This should never be 
neglected. In fact nothing 
should be neglected, we should 
be faithful in all things. Some 
clerks forget this entirely, while 
others will make their report if 
they only have fifteen cents to 
report. Let us remember that 
the Lord honors the servant 
who is faithful in the little 
things as well as the great. 

Churches, if you want to keep 
your pastor encouraged pay 
your tithes. If you want your 
state overseer to be able to 
travel over the state, send to 
him his pro rata. If you do not 
want business handicapped at 
Headquarters send to the gen- 
eral secretary the tithe of 
tithes. Every loyal and wise 
pastor will see to these things 
as mentioned above. 

MISSIONS 
3rethren, many are neglect- 
ing the mission offering. I feel 
sure that many times this Is 
because of not knowing the 
date for these offerings to be 
made. Let us remember that the 
second Snnday in each month is 
mission day. One second Sun- 
day is foreign missions and the 
other is home missions. The 
second Sunday in January will 
be foreign and the next second 
Sunday will be home missions. 
These missions should never be 
neglected. both funds are great- 
ly needed. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL TITHES 

There was an action passed 
in the Assembly that the Sun- 
day school should tithe all Sun- 
day school money and send to 
Headquarters. This is to be 
used to supply new schools with 
literature. 

If every ome would work 


faithfully, according to rules 
passed by the Assembly we 
would be able to do a great deal 
more in the work of the Lord. 


MINISTER’S REPORTS 


Every minister should send 
to the general secretary for a 
book of report blanks. This 
is very essential to good organ- 
ization. This keeps us all in 
close touch with each other. 
Knowing the whereabouts of 
each minister, and his service, 
has been a great blessing to the 
work in general.
